( 1 )  That  a  tell-tale  light,  giving  a  clear  and  un¬ 
mistakable  indication  to  the  driver  that  the 
signals  are  properly  functioning,  is  installed 
so  as  to  be  plainly  visible  to  the  driver  at 
all  times  when  driving: 

(2)  That  the  signalling  device,  or  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  the  signalling  devices,  are  mounted, 
one  on  each  side  of  the  front  and  of  the 
rear  of  the  motor-vehicle  concerned,  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  be  readily  visible  to  persons 
in  front  or  to  the  rear  of  the  motor-vehicle: 

(3)  That  each  signalling  unit  shall  flash  no 
slower  than  60  nor  faster  than  120  times  a 
minute,  under  average  operating  conditions, 
the  on-period  of  the  the  flashes  being  long 
enough  to  permit  the  lamp  filaments  to 
come  up  to  full  brightness.

“TAXATION  ACT” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  subsection  (1)  of  section  163  of 
the  “  Taxation  Act,”  being  chapter  332  of  the 
“  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  the 
following  regulations  be  approved: — 

Taxation  Act  Pipe-line  Regulations 
1.  Title 

1- 1.  These  Regulations  may  be  cited  as  the 
“  Taxation  Act  Pipe-line  Regulations.” 

2.  Interpretation 

2- 1.  “Act  ”  means  the  “  Taxation  Act.” 

2-2.  “  Distribution  Natural  Gas  Pipe-lines  ” 
means  the  low  pressure  pipe-lines,  which  receive  the 
natural  gas  for  distribution  purposes  from  the  high 
pressure  transportation  pipe-lines  at  the  pressure 
reducing  valves. 

2-3.  “  Gathering  Pipe-lines”  means  pipe-lines  for 
the  transportation  of: — 

(a)  natural  gas  from  the  final  point  of  well¬ 
head  preparation  to  the  intake  valve  at  the 
scrubbing,  processing,  or  refining  plant: 

( b )  petroleum  or  petroleum  products  from  the 
battery  delivery  valve  to  the  intake  valve  at 
the  refining,  processing,  or  storage  facilities 
which  precede  transfer  of  the  oil  to  a  trans¬ 
portation  pipe-line. 

2-4.  “  Natural  Gas  ”  is  a  gaseous  mixture  of 
hydrocarbons  and  other  gases  received  from  the 
wells,  and  includes  such  gas  after  refinement. 

2-5.  “  Petroleum  or  Petroleum  Products  ”  mean 
crude  oil  or  liquid  hydrocarbons  or  any  product  or 
by-product  thereof. 

2-6.  “  Pipe-line  Company  ”  means  any  person, 
partnership,  association,  or  corporation,  owning  or 
operating  a  pipe-line,  all  or  any  part  of  which  is 
situate  in  British  Columbia. 

2-7.  “  Pipe-line  Right-of-Way  ”  means  a  strip  of 
land  not  exceeding  sixty  (60)  feet  in  width  upon, 
or  under  which,  is  laid  a  pipe-line  or  pipe-lines  used 
in  gathering,  distribution,  or  transportation  of 
natural  gas,  petroleum,  or  petroleum  products. 

2- 8.  “  Transportation  Pipe-line  ”  means  a  pipe¬ 
line,  other  than  a  distribution  natural  gas  pipe-line 
or  gathering  pipe-line,  that  is  used  for  the  trans¬ 
portation  of  petroleum,  petroleum  products  or  gas 
and  is  designated  by  order  of  the  Minister  as  a 
transportation  pipe-line. 

3.  Returns  and  Records 

3- 1.  Where  a  Pipe-line  Company  commences  to 
deliver  natural  gas,  petroleum  or  petroleum  prod¬ 
ucts  for  the  first  time,  the  Company  shall  make  a 
return  to  the  Surveyor  of  Taxes  within  twenty-one 
days  after  the  date  the  pipe-line  commences  opera¬ 
tion.  The  return  shall  set  out,  wherever  possible, 
the  information  required  by  section  33c  of  the  Act. 
The  costs  of  installation  of  the  gathering,  transpor¬ 
tation,  or  distribution  pipe-lines  and  ancillary  im¬ 
provements  of  the  Company  in  place  at  the  date  the 
pipe-line  commences  operation  shall  be  supplied 
with  this  return. 


4.  Assessment 

4-1.  The  assessed  value  of  natural  gas  distribu¬ 
tion  pipe-lines  shall  be  ascertained  pursuant  to  sec¬ 
tion  30  of  the  Act. 

4-2.  The  assessed  value  of  gathering  pipe-lines 
shall  be  ascertained  pursuant  to  section  30a  of  the 
Act. 

4-3.  Where  more  than  one  pipe-line,  used  for  the 
gathering  or  transportation  of  natural  gas,  petro¬ 
leum,  or  petroleum  products  of  one  pipe-line  com¬ 
pany,  is  located  on  the  same  pipe-line  right-of-way 
of  that  company,  the  pipe-line  having  the  largest 
diameter  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  first  pipe-line 
for  purposes  of  clause  (c)  of  section  30a  of  the 
Act.  Clause  (c)  of  section  30a  does  not  apply 
where  the  separate  pipe-lines,  on  the  same  right-of- 
way,  are  owned  by  different  pipe-line  companies. 

4-4.  Where  the  percentage  ascertained  in  clause 
{b)  of  section  30a  falls  below  seventy-five  per 
centum,  the  provision  of  clause  (c)  of  section  30a 
shall  not  apply  to  the  assessments  on  each  addi¬ 
tional  pipe-line  of  the  same  pipe-line  company  on 
the  same  right-of-way. 

4-5.  “Average  actual  daily  utilized  capacity  ” 
of  natural  gas,  petroleum,  or  petroleum  products 
gathering  and  transportation  pipe-lines  shall  be 
determined: — 

(a)  Where  a  return  is  made  for  operations  with 
respect  to  less  than  a  full  twelve  months  of 
operation  under  section  33c  of  the  Act,  or 
pursuant  to  Regulation  3-1,  by  dividing  the 
estimated  total  throughput  in  the  first  full 
twelve  months  after  the  pipe-line  com¬ 
mences  operation  by  the  number  of  days 
that  it  is  estimated  the  pipe-line  will  operate 
in  that  twelve  months. 

(b)  Where  a  return  is  made  pursuant  to  section 
33c  of  the  Act  for  operations  with  respect 
to  a  full  twelve  months  ending  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  August  in  any  year,  by  dividing 
the  total  throughput  during  the  twelve 
months’  reporting  period  by  the  number  of 
days  that  the  pipe-line  was  operating  in  that 
reporting  period. 

4-6.  “  Rated  daily  carrying  capacity  ”  of  each 
gathering  and  transportation  pipe-line  shall  be  de¬ 
termined: — 

(a)  Where  pumping-  or  compressor-station  facil¬ 
ities  are  in  place  and  in  use  on  the  pipe-line, 
the  maximum  throughput  that  the  pipe-line 
can  carry  on  the  first  day  of  the  return 
under  section  33c  of  the  Act,  where  the 
pipe-line  has  been  operating  for  a  full  twelve 
months,  or  on  the  date  that  the  pipe-line 
commences  operation  where  a  return  is 
made  for  the  first  time  under  Regulation 

3-1,  in  terms  of  the  diameter  of  pipe,  pump¬ 
ing  or  compressor  stations  and  loops  and 
auxiliary  pipe  in  place  and  in  use  as  part  of 
the  pipe-line. 

(b)  Where  no  pumping  or  compressor  station 
facilities  are  in  place  and  in  use  on  the  pipe¬ 
line,  the  maximum  throughput  carried  in 
any  one  twenty-four-hour  period  during  the 
full  twelve  months  where  a  return  is  made 
under  section  33c  of  the  Act,  or  where  the 
pipe-line  commences  operation  for  the  first 
time  and  a  return  is  made  under  Regulation 
3-1,  the  estimated  maximum  throughput  car¬ 
ried  in  any  one  twenty-four-hour  period 
during  the  first  twelve  months  of  operation. 

4-7.  For  purposes  of  section  30a  of  the  Act,  the 
ratio  of  average  actual  daily  utilized  capacity  to 
rated  daily  carrying  capacity  of  each  pipe-line,  in¬ 
cluding  branches,  laterals  or  loops,  of  each  pipe¬ 
line  company  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  same 
throughout  the  complete  mileage  of  each  pipe-line, 
notwithstanding  any  variation  of  the  outside  di¬ 
ameter  of  the  pipe-line  and  shall  be  calculated 

(a)  for  each  gathering  pipe-line  where  the  out¬ 
let  valve  delivers  the  natural  gas,  petroleum, 
or  petroleum  products  to  a  refinery  or 
gathering-line  of  another  pipe-line  company, 
and 
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( b )  for  each  transportation  pipe-line 

(1)  where  the  pipe-line  commences  in 
British  Columbia  for  the  purpose  of  convey¬ 
ing  natural  gas,  petroleum,  or  petroleum 
products  into  the  Province, 

(2)  at  the  joint  inlet  valve  to  a  transpor¬ 
tation  pipe-line  conveying  natural  gas,  petro¬ 
leum,  or  petroleum  products  from  a  refinery 
or  drying  plant  within  the  Province  and 
from  a  compressor  or  pumping  station 
where  the  natural  gas,  petroleum,  or  petro¬ 
leum  products  originates  from  Alberta,  or 

(3)  at  the  inlet  valve  where  the  transpor¬ 
tation  pipe-line  company  takes  delivery  of 
the  natural  gas,  petroleum,  or  petroleum 
products  from  another  transportation  pipe¬ 
line  company  within  the  Province.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 


(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary.

(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  deposited 
in  the  hands* of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session  or  if 
the  petition  has  not  been  presented  to  the  House 
within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount 
to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars. 
If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  until 
this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing  Order 
100,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask, 
the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
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recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  small- 
pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good 
paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when 
folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  IV2  inches.  There 
shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line  of  each 


page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on 
through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of  each 
Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
immediately  before  the  first  reading.  If  amend¬ 
ments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during  its  progress 
before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or  through 
the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  companies,  in 
addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule  98, 
fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company  are 
payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars  can 
be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

All  cheques  in  payment  of  fees  must  be  certified.
